Care Needed 
In Application 
Of Nitrogen 


Take the age of the fruit tree 
into consideration when you ap- 
ply nitrogen fertilizer, advises 
Ed Rebman, Charlevoix county 
egricultural agent. 


The amount of growth and the 
tree’s production are important 
in determining the amount of 
ritrogen fertilizer to apply. Gro- 
wers should use severe. pruning 
and mulching to stimulate plant 
growth, \ 


It may be a good idea to rob a 
little of the nitrogen from the 
overly vigorous plants and in- 
overly vigorous plants. and in- 
crease the amount given to 
those poor in vigor. 


For apples, apply one-half to 
one-quarter pound of ammonium 
nitrate for each year of age per 
tree until five-seven pounds are 
used. 


Peaches and digiries need one 
third to one-half pound ammo- 
nium nitrate per year per tree 
up to two one-half to three 
pounds per tree. 


_ For raspberries, apply 150-300 


pounds of ammonium nitrate per . 


acre. 

On sandy soil, blueberries 
need two ounces of 8-8-8 per 
plant in spring of the. second 
year and an increase of one 
oince per plant to a total of se- 
ven, 

Side dress strawberries with 
200 pounds of phosphorous two 
weeks after planting and repeat 
the first of August.

Build-up Shown 
By Walker 

The “Walker Quickie” method 
of organic matter buildup is be- 


ing stressed again in Northern 
Michigan areas, reports Ed Reb- 


man, county agricultural agent. . 


lt will be used in the 1954 soil 
in.provement program of the Ag- 


ricultural Stabilization and Con-. 


servation committees in several 
ccunties. 


The system, developed by Or- 
ville Walker, former Kalkaska- 
Crawford county agricutlural a- 
gent and now special township 
agent in Kalkaska county, made 
good use of rye and buckwheat 


as green manure. Conservation. . 


committees ‘in several northern 
Michigan counties are recom- 
mending the plan this year for 
coarse sandy soils. Walker has 
two farms in Antrim county, 


The essential features of the 
six-step program include: 


Testing soil for lime, applying 
if and as needed. 


Preparing seedbed and seed- 
ing 144 bushels of buckwheat 
per acre the first week of June 
with 400 pounds of 10-10-10 or 
12-12-12 fertilizer. 


Discing down the buckwheat 
in full bloom, before seeding. 

Seeding 2 bushels of rye per 
acre between August 20 and 
September 1, with 400 pounds of 
4-16-16 analysis, ; 


Top-dressing the rye with 60 
pounds of actual nitrogen per 
acre as early as possible in the 
spring. 

Discing down the rye when it 
is knee-high making sure it does 
not grow too tall in a fast-grow- 
ing springtime. 

About 30 farmers are carry- 
ing out this project with the co- 
operation of the A. S. C. and the 
Extension Service.

TB Meeting 
At Gaylord 


Invitations were in the mail 
this week for a regional tuber- 
culosis conference scheduled at 
Gaylord April 12, the Michigan 
Tuberculosis Association an- 
nounced.

“mass chest X-Ray service, 
which currently reaches less than 


50 percent of the adult residents 
in a 29-county northern Michi- 
gan area.” the association said, 


A spokesman declared that 
interested citizens and offi- 
cials, “should not await for- 
mal invitation if you would 
like to help explore unmet 
TB needs in northern com-~ 
munities.” . 


James F. Kipfer, field secre- 
tary for the association, urged 
“anyone who would like to help 
study this major public health 
problem” to write the associa- 
tion’s central headquarters in 
Lansing.

SEEKING solutions to “TB 
trouble spots” both in the nor- 
thern part of the southern pen- 
insula and in the eastern part of 
the northern peninsula, the con- 
ference will take up such pro- 
grams as 1) routine X-ray ser- 
vice in general hospitals;

skin testing programs; 3) tuber- 
culosis laws and money.

The barn recipe calls for one 
pound of 25 per cent wettable 
malathion powder to three gal- 
lons of water. If the 50 percent . 


- emivision form of malathion is 


used, one-half pint will «make 


threé gallons of. spray. 
~BAITS ARE -made by using. 
one cup of 50 per cent emulsion, 


‘one-cup of molasses and three 


gallons of water. The bait. is 
sprinkled on a-clean cement floor 
preferably behind the cows. _ 
Thrée gallons will be, enough for 
a 20 to 30 cow herd. 

There are some distinct disad- 
vantages to a wet bait, however, 
Janes says. It has to be applied 
about every seven days and is sli- 
pvery’ before it dries, It is not 
etfective in dark barns and the 
malathion may become weaker 
but the molasses may attraét 
more flies without killing. 


A-dry bait, using malath- - 
ion’s wettable powder and su- 
gar is being tried and looks 
promising for the dairy barn, 
‘according to Janes. 


Janes emphasizes that malath- 
ion should not be used in the 
home or milkhouse or be sprayed 
directly on the cattle.

Is there any money—any Snnust income—in a woodlot?. 
“J’m no forester but this looks like a pretty fair income with no 
soil fitting or fertilizing,” said Paul J. Rood, MSC soil scientist, as 


_he read a story in the South Haven Dairy Tribune. It was about a 


woodlot near-Rood’s.home town of Covert. 

“These figures show a $25 per acre income for 83 years — 
just taking the interest and leaving the capital,” explained Lester 
E. Bell, MSC forester. Here’s the story of $20,600 cash income 
from 10 acres: 

Back in 1871, Adam Bowman came from Ohio and bought 40 - 
acres south of Covert in Van Buren county. Clearing 30 acres and 
selling logs to a nearby sawmill for a possible top rate of $10 per 
1,000 feet, he built a home and started to farm, But the story is ab- 
out the 10 uncleared acres. 

4 * * 
- IN 1922, BOWMAN ’S son-in-law, Bert gisintey: sold some 20-inch 
trees to Pierce Williams company for $2,100. T'wo years later he 
sold the farm for $4,000 to James Sarno who still owns it. ° 

Sarno bought no coal for 29 years—using about 20 cords of wood 
a year from his woodlot of beech, basswood, elm, maple, sycamore, 
ash and whitewood. He also harvested some maple syrup. 

In 1945, Sarno sold the 20-inch trees to’the same company for 
$15,000 but reserved the tops and 33 basswoods. The tops provided 
300 cords of wood to sell for $1,500. In: 1950, the basswoods 
brought another $500. When a gas main was laid through the pro- 
perty, the damages payment was $875. : 

He sold another 125 cords of stovewood for $625, found -enouch 
logs to build a double garage and give him some spare lumber, and 
still has 200 trees of more 200-inch diameter. 

That’s a total $20,600 from wood sold—not counting home use.
